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EDITORIAL 


IN 1974 the National Front ran 90 candidates who obtained 113,843 
votes. In last months General Election they put up 303 candidates for a 
total of 190,063 which means that an additional 213 candidates could 
only muster another 76,220 votes. 

So in terms of the percentage of the poll this has put the NF back to 
beyond square one and as a consequence many observers have concluded 
that, because of this big electoral set-back, the Front can now be written 
off. But that is not the conclusion of Searchlight. 

Our assessment was that following Mrs Thatcher’s anti-immigrant 
speech and her emphasis on ‘law and order’, the Tories would attract 
most of the votes that the Front could expect, in the belief that a Tory 
Government would carry out their wishes. 

This would leave the NF facing a period of internal conflicts over 
policies and personalities (see NF Internal Wrangle), an increase in acts 
of violence and a probable loss of membership. But the Tories will not 
carry out what the racist voters expect, because to do so would be against 
Britain’s interests. They will certainly make things more difficult for 
dependents and male fiancés, but overall their policy in this respect will 
differ marginally from that of the previous Labour Government. 

But the racist voters do not want marginal differences. They want what 
Enoch Powell and the National Front propose — repatriation — and that is 
a policy no government will carry out. 

The key to the situation lies in the economic crisis and the long term 
international prospects give no confidence for any immediate improvement 
— quite the contrary. That is why we see a distinct possibility that because 
the Tory Government cannot deliver the goods there will be disillusion- 
ment, probably resulting in the Front picking up support from a section 
of those who voted Tory. 

But the decrease of support for the National Front, since its peak in the 
local elections three years ago, has not been an automatic process based 
on the whims of the electorate. A great deal of the credit must go the 
Anti Nazi League for its consistent work. They have made wide sections 
of the public aware that the NF is indeed a Nazi Front. Another source of 
effective leaflets exposing the Front has been the Jewish Board of Deputies. 


Southern Africa

The choice of Lord Boyd as the leader of a Conservative Party team 
who went to Rhodesia to observe the recent “elections” is an indication 
of the support that the new government will give to those forces trying to 
hold on to the last vestiges of white supremacy in Southern Africa. As 
Lennox-Boyd he was the Secretary of State for the Colonies in the 1950s 
and probably one of the most detested men in Africa i 


How they kicked their 
way into the headlines 


The story of the Front’s election campaign 


THE EVENTS at Southall were the 
natural consequence of a government 
policy that put the “freedom” of a 
14,000 strong racist party, the National 
Front, before the democratic rights of its 
2,000,000 intended victims. 

From the outset the Front had em- 
barked on a deliberate policy of confron- 
tation and provocation. Nowhere was 
this more so than at Southall. The NF 
National Activities Organiser. stated that 
Ealing Council had insisted that the 
Front use Southall Town Hall for its 
controversial election meeting. But an 
Ealing Council official has made it clear 
that they are able to produce documentary 
evidence to show that it was the Front 
itself that asked for Southall as the venue 
for the meeting. They knew from the 
start that only a handful of their sup- 
porters would turn up and they would 
need a massive police presence. Southall 
is one of the most highly organised Asian 
communities in Britain, with an Indian 
Workers Association that has 8,000 paid 
up members and the support of wide 
sections of the community; and the IWA 
was pledged to oppose the activities of 
any racist organisation in the area. 

The responsibility for what  sub- 
sequently happened in Southall on April 
23, particularly the tragic death of Blair 
Peach (only a few months earlier when 
President of the East London Teachers 
Association, he was attacked by a Front 
member, receiving bruises, black eyes, 
cuts and a badly bitten finger), must 
be laid firmly at the feet of the local 
authorities, the former Home Secretary 
Merlyn Rees and the Commissioner of 
Police. A week before the Front’s Southall 
meeting, a National Front member was 
asked, in an Nationwide interview, about 
the likelihood of violence at the NFs first 
proposed London Election meeting at 
Battersea Town Hall. He replied that he 
did not know what would happen there 
and then said: “‘but next week in Southall 
will be like the battle of the Khyber Pass”. 

That was an inflammatory statement 
— an out and out provocation — and at 
that point the authorities concerned 
should have stopped the Front using 
Southall Town Hall. Ignoring that com- 
ment turned out to be an act of monu- 
mental folly, but obviously good race 


relations and the freedom from racist 
provocation are of secondary considera- 
tion to some. 

Attempts to depict the clashes that 
subsequently took place in Southall 
as the result of “outside agitators’, 
only shows the complete lack of under- 
standing of the depth of feeling and 


organised opposition against the Front. 


within the Asian community and that the 
reaction was a genuine outburst of anger. 

Implicit in the advocacy of “outside 
influences” is the concept of Asians as 
placid and docile people who can only be 
stirred up by “agitators” coming in from 
outside the community. Apparently the 
Raj mentality still lives in certain quarters.

The Anti Nazi League and many others 
organisations were determined that 300 
candidates from a neo-Nazi party were 
not going to have an unopposed campaign 
in which their racist poison could go into 
millions of homes unanswered, that the 
Front’s forays into areas where immigrants 
live would meet with opposition and if 
possible Front meetings would conform 
to the requirements of the Representation 
of the People Act and be genuine public 
meetings. 

Two days prior to the events at 
Southall the Front had chosen Leicester 
as the venue for a national march to be 
followed by a meeting, against massive 
opposition from all sections of the 


political and social life in the city — 
Asian organisations, Anti-racist bodies, 
the Conservative, Labour and Liberal 
Parliamentary candidates, Churches — 
all to no avail. The Chief Constable, 
justifying his determination to mobilise 
thousands of police from all over the 
country in order to escort 500 or so 
race hating members of the NF, said it 
was a question of the Front’s democratic 
rights. Once again the argument is used 
that racism is equal to any other point 
of view. Just how provocative the National 
Front intended to be can be judged from 
the opening speech from the platform 
at the Front meeting following the 
march: “‘You cannot see Calcutta from 
here but you can certainly smell it”. 

When Tyndall spoke he made a com- 
ment about “hooknosed dwarfs” which 
was received with enthusiastic applause. 
What he meant by that was spelt out to 
those listening to Radio Leicester the 
following day during a phone-in pro- 
gramme “Cross-talk”. The person calling 
in gave the name Debbie Cox and she was 
speaking to Morgan Cross.

Morgan Cross: “‘There was one phrase 
that intrigued me. You were referring at 
one point to hooknosed dwarfs — what 
were you talking about?”’ 

Debbie Cox: ‘‘Well, I mean the prob- 
lem in the world has always been caused 
by Jews so I imagine that the remarks 
were about them. I mean after all these 
animals have not got the means them- 
selves to do these things.”’ 


Morgan Cross: “Are you suggesting 
that the Jews are animals — who is behind 
them?” 


Debbie Cox: “J am suggesting that 
they used the animals for the troubles 
they caused. They are animals that throw 
the bricks and the bombs and the Jews 
are behind most of them as weil. Every- 
body knows it, you can talk to anyone 
and they all know who controls these 
animals. ”’ 

Morgan Cross: ‘You have a pretty big 
task haven’t you in the National Front. 
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You are starting with the coloured 
population and now it is the Jews.” 


Is anyone seriously suggesting that 
ethnic minority groups should just sit 
back resignedly and accept that this is 
what democracy is all about. Democracy 
for whom? 

To the Chief Constable of Leicester 
and others that think like him, there is no 
anomaly, no hypocrisy in advocating 
“democratic rights and free speech for 
self proclaimed racialist organisations” 
and at the same time having legislation on 
the statute books (the Race Relations 
Act) which presumably states otherwise. 

Who then is right? The defendants of 
“free speech for racists’ (the “I may 
oppose what they stand for but I will 
defend their right to speak” brigade), 
or those that recognise the evil of racism 
for what it is in terms of human suffering 
and who refuse to see sections of society 
reduced to a life of intimidation and fear 
at the hands of racists. 

In Plymouth the Chief Constable of 
Devon and Cornwall, Mr Alderson, took 
the view that an election meeting is a 
public meeting, and accordingly allowed 
the public into the NF meeting on a 
“first come, first served’’ basis. As a result 
most of those that packed the hall were

opposed to the Front and Tyndall, who 
was the speaker, eventually had to call 
it a day and go home. 

A similar situation occurred at West 
Bromwich where the police agreed to 
let about 150 people into the hall, many of 
whom had formed an orderly queue for 
several hours. On this occasion the 
meeting broke up in disorder as Front 
stewards lost their temper and dived into 
hecklers to grab members of the audience 
and the police were called in to clear the 
hall. The meeting eventually carried on in 
front of an audience composed of 42 
NF members. 


SOUTHALL remains something apart 
from the other incidents during this 
period. The scale of arrests, in excess of 
700, (half of whom were later charged), 
the accusations of police violence and 
indeed an apparent loss of control by 
Patrol Group, complaints of crude racist 
language and the death of Blair Peach, 
require an independent inquiry as a 
matter of urgency. Just as the anti- 
fascist movement has a _ responsibility 
to root out those elements who hurled 
magnesium flares at the police. 

Above all, however, is the priority for 
action against those who continually 
foment racial hatred as part of their 


political activities. The outrageous way 
in which the Front and British Movement 
can flout what law we have can only lead 
to further situations like Southall. There 
is a growing determination of ethnic 
minorities to defend themselves from 
racist abuse because of what they consider 
an absence of protection within the law. 

In a profile of John Tyndall in the 
March issue of the United States fascist 
journal National Vanguard, NF policy 
is outlined in a remarkably frank manner. 

Quoting the Front’s programme on 
forced repatriation for instance: 


“This programme will be put into 
operation with the greatest possible 
humanity, but we do not suppose that 
it can be effected without some 
hardship to a portion of the people 
concerned. We simply prefer to risk 
hardship to one generation of immi- 
grants than ensure hardship for count- 
less generations of people in this 
country.” 


Their description of how the Front 
operates is equally illuminating: 


“The Front wins support and frightens 
enemies by projecting an image of 
vitality, passion, youthfulness, and 
strength. For example, the Front’s 
public speakers know how to whip a 
crowd up into a frenzy better than any 
others in British politics todav. 

“Front demonstrations are pre- 
ceeded by an impressive mass of

Union Jack flags and usually by a 
stirring marching band. The Front 
kicks its way into the headlines by 
provocatively marching through non- 
White districts, fully expecting mobs 
of communists and non-Whites to 
attack. The resulting photos and film 
clips of ugly leftist thugs assaulting 
peaceful Front marchers and British 
policemen help win them new support. 

“The phenomenal rise of the 
National Front is the most spectacular 
example of a racial-nationalist awaken- 
ing throughout the White world.’’ 


Referring to what Tyndall calls the 
“stupidity of contemporary liberal West”’ 


“. .. they are humanist-oriented, and 
their aim is the cosmopolitan world 
society in which one man is con- 
sidered as good as another and in 
which nationality and race are of no 
account, they seek a placid and bovine 
mankind.” 


Do these denigrators of human decency 
really think that their racialism can go 
unchallenged, that their attempts to 
turn society back to the dark path of 
40 years ago, will succeed by default? 

Fortunately this is a different era and 
whatever the similarities between the 
crisis of the 1930s and today, there are 
also profound differences. One is the 
determination of wide sections of the 
people to actively combat racism and the 
provocative actions of organisations like 
the National Front 


Election ‘79 


An analysis of the NF vote 


John Tyndall is not a man noted for his sense of humour. His countenance is invariably 
reminiscent of the unyielding visage of a frustrated army corporal, while his written 
and spoken words are, in the main, about as digestible as last week’s rice pudding. 
But could even John Tyndall suppress a wry smile if, in the light of the National 
Front’s humiliating showing at the recent General Election, he read again the absurd 
claims he made in his own election address to the electors of Hackney. 

“Don’t be afraid’, he exorted them, ‘‘to vote National Front. So terrified are the 
failure parties at the magnificent votes that our candidates have been getting that they 
are pouring untold money into miserable campaigns to discredit us . . . Join the ever 
growing ranks of people who vote National Front. It means so much to our children’s 


future.” 


As the election showed, the ‘ever growing ranks’ of NF voters are as much a figment 
of John Tyndall’s lurid imagination as are the bizarre conspiracy theories which seem 
to people his mind. For, without any doubt, the Front’s foray into the General Election 


was an unmitigated disaster. 


Despite contesting a record 303 seats, the party’s share of the vote, and the actual 
number of votes it can command slumped heavily, even when compared with the 
modest but encouraging votes it was winning in 1974. 


The signs of failure were apparent even 
before the election, with the various 
opinion polls unanimously recording 
support for ‘other’ parties (than Labour, 
Conservative or Liberal) to be running at 
about 2%. This seemed to indicate that 
the NF’s share of the vote would be 
somewhat short of that figure. And that 
is exactly what happened. On average, 
the Front polled just over 1.25% of the 
votes cast in the 303 constituencies which 
they contested. At the same time, the 
average numerical vote for the Front 
was a mere 627. 

These figures compare poorly with the 
party’s previous electoral achievements. 
A comparison of the votes won in the 90 
constituencies contested by the Front in 
February and/or October 1974 and in 
May 1979 (Table 1) shows all too clearly 
the decline which has taken place in the 
support which they can expect at the 
polls; in all but one of those constituencies 
their share of the vote fell. Even in the 
‘stronghold’ constituency of Hackney 
South and Shoreditch, where the Front 
hoped to build on previous successes by 
running party chairman John Tyndall, 
and conducting one of their most intensive 
ever campaigns, they failed to hold up the 
9.4% vote which they achieved with a 
relatively unknown candidate, and a 
much lower key campaign, in October 
1974. Tyndall’s vote (1,958 [7.6%] ) was 
the Front’s best result in the election. 

The one exception to this trend was 
the result at Hove, where a 0.8% vote in 
February 1974 was increased marginally 
to 1%. 

The Front cannot claim however, that 
their share of the vote suffered from the 
unusually high turnout recorded at the 
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recent election, for even the number 
of votes cast in their favour has been 
dramatically reduced. Table 2 shows 
clearly that the average number of votes 
cast for the party in May was less than 
half that which, on average, they achieved 
in October 1974. So perishes the myth of 
“Britain’s fastest growing political party”. 
Another myth to be laid to rest by 
this election is the Front’s frequent claim 
to have overtaken the Liberals as Britain’s 
third major political party. Despite having 
beaten the Liberals in a number of by- 
elections, the Front did not defeat a 
Liberal candidate in any one of the 299 
constituencies where both parties were 
standing. Even more humilating for them 
must be the fact that in 17 of the 24 
constituencies contested by both NF 
and the Ecology Party candidates, the 
Ecology Party polled the higher vote. On 
a further twenty occasions the Front 
received less votes than candidates of 
minor or fringe parties. Most ignominious 
perhaps was their defeat in Dover and 
Deal at the hands of the Silly Party. 
Overall, despite having more than 
trebled the number of their candidates in 
the field, the Front did not even manage 
to double the number of votes cast in 
their favour. The rate of return on their 
election expenditure (£45,450 in can- 
didates’ deposits alone) was significantly 
less than in 1974. In no less than 88 of 
the seats which they contested this time, 
the Front polled less than 1% of the vote. 
Further light is shed on what has 
happened between 1974 and 1979 by 
an analysis of the Front’s fortunes in 
local council elections in the intervening 
years. Table 3, which compares the 
Front’s share of the local council vote in 


a number of areas since 1976, seems to 
indicate that from a peak in 1976 itself, 
the vote has steadily fallen to what must 
be considered by the Front as crisis 
levels. In areas such as’ Leicester and 
Wolverhampton which have hitherto been 
considered NF strongholds, the vote has 
been cut from peak levels of 17% and 
11% respectively to 5% and 3%. It has not 
been possible accurately to chronicle the 
fortunes of the fascist vote in, for instance 
Bradford or Sandwell, where in the past 
they have chalked up some impressive 
results, simply because they failed, this 
year, to contest any seats in those areas. 
Nevertheless we can observe that in line 
with national trends, the Front were until 
last year experiencing a similar fall-off in 
support there as in other places. There is 
no reason to assume that had they 
contested seats in Bradford, Sandwell, 
Bolton, Manchester, Tameside, Bury, 
Sheffield, Rotherham, Huddersfield, or 
any of the other places where this year 
they failed to enter the fray, that they 
would have fared any better than they 
did elsewhere. Indeed the list of places 
where they failed to find candidates itself 
speaks volumes for the state in which the 
party finds itself. 

The one interesting deviation from the 
seneral picture seems to be the West 
Midlands, in some parts of which the 
Front vote peaked in 1977, despite 
having already gone into relative decline 
in other parts of the country. In this 
respect, the West Midlands would appear 
to have more in common with London, 
where the Front polled record votes in 
1977, than with the rest of the country. 

Taking a general picture from both 
Parliamentary and local elections, we 
might conclude that the NF’s encouraging 
results in the General Elections of 1974 
were successfully built upon in the next 
two years or so, during which we saw 
them come within an ace of winning 
council seats in Leicester, and amass 
impressive votes particularly in London, 
Yorkshire and the West Midlands. Since 
those successes however, the party’s 
electoral record has been one of con- 
tinuous and unremitting decline. Of 
course the Front does still have its more 
happy hunting grounds, particularly some 
areas of East London, but even there the 
vote is failing to hold up. In Leicester the 
vote has shrunk by a spectacular 70% in 
the space of three years. 

It is difficult not to conclude that the 
Front’s consignment back to the status of 
a party attracting only a residual bedrock 
vote will not lead to much bitter recimi- 
nation within its ranks, or for that matter 
that it will not be used as the pretext to 
usher in the purging and blood-letting 
which a number of leading personalities 
within the Front are known to be keen to 
inaugurate

NF Internal wrangle 


THE National Front’s internal struggle 
took a new turn according to a letter to 
members received by Searchlight on 
May 4. We usually reproduce such docu- 
ments in full after careful checking for 
authenticity. On this occasion, however, 
we are unable to do so because of the 
nature of some of the allegations about 
the personal behaviour of certain leading 
members, which could well be construed 
as libellous. 

In view of these circumstances we have 
decided to publish selected passages that 
will give our readers an idea of the row 
that appears to be under way.

REGULAR READERS of Searchlight 
will be well aware that NF leaders, 
Martin Webster and John Tyndall, have 
usually dismissed details of their past 
activity as “youthful indiscretions’’. But it 
now seems that Webster at least has 
dropped this little charade and in his 
election address, as NF Parliamentary 
candidate for Bethnal Green & Bow, he 
waxes lyrical about the old days. 

“MARTIN WEBSTER has been fighting 
for the White British people as an active 
member of patriotic movements ever 
since he left school as a seventeen year 
old.” 

“Patriotic movements’’ in Webster’s 
parlance means something very different 
to the normal concept of such an expres- 
sion, but he has declared himself in print 
to the electorate of Bethnal Green and 
we think a little biography of his early 
political career can explain the point 
admirably. 

1961. Joined the League of Empire 
Loyalists which was led by A.K. Chester- 
ton, who was the pre-war editor of

Chesterton’s organisation was a training 
ground for many of the post-war gene- 
ration of fascist activists. 


1962. Webster became a member of 
Colin Jordan’s National Socialist Move- 
ment, an open Nazi party, and quickly 
became the manager of the party book- 
shop. 


1963. Along with John Tyndall he left 
the National Socialist Movement and 
helped to form a rival Nazi group — the 
Greater Britain Movement. He then 
dropped out for about 18 months some- 
where around 1965 when his grand- 
mother left him about £4,000 in her will. 
During that time he opened a bookshop 
in St. Albans where it was reported he 
led a semi-beatnik existence until he 
ran out of money and returned to political 
activity. 

1967. Was accepted into the National 
Front along with other members of the 
Greater Britain Movement.

Safeguard Britain Campaign 


THE lashings of publicity which usually 
accrue to Enoch Powell’s pre-election 
advice to the electorate went begging 
this year. Perhaps it was because he was 
not prepared to go all the way and call 
for anti-marketeers to vote Labour; 
certainly his advice to vote for anti- 
market candidates of either party was not 
exactly earth shattering. 

It wasn’t however, for want of trying. 
His major speech, delivered in Birming- 
ham’s Mayfair Suite, was billed in suitably 
dramatic terms — ‘‘Will Mr Powell once 
again turn the tide?” — but the appeal fell 
on deaf ears. Only about 200 of the 
faithful bothered to turn up, compared 
with the capacity audiences he has drawn 
in previous years. 

More interesting than what Powell had 
to say, however, is the organisation 
behind the meeting, an anti-Common 
Market group called the Safeguard 
Britain Campaign. The SBC publishes 
large quantities of anti-Market literature 
including a newspaper Market News. The 
one thing you will not find in any of the 
literature given away at the Powell 
meeting is any indication of who actually 
runs the organisation. Which is a pity, 
because one of the characters on the 
Campaign’s national executive committee 
is Air Vice Marshal Donald Bennett, 
better known as ‘Pathfinder’ Bennett, 
whose other interests include the British 
League of Rights, of which he is ‘Patron’. 

As we have mentioned before (Search- 
light 43), Bennett has on at least one 
occasion marched with the National 
Front on their annual Rememberance 
Day parade to the Cenotaph. Founder 
and organiser of the League of Rights is 
one Don Martin, who has in the past been 
associated with anti-Semites such as Eric 
Butler, and extreme right-wingers like 
Lady Jane Birdwood. 

Again, as we revealed in Searchlight 43, 
the League’s book club, Bloomfield 
Books, includes among its titles works 
such as The Hoax Of The Twentieth 
Century, which claims to show that the 
Holocaust cannot be proven to take 
place, Learned Elders And The BBC, 
which claims to expose the Jewish 
conspiracy to control the media, and 
The Talmud Unmasked which purports 
to reveal the Jewish conspiracy to control 
the world. Ina recent issue of the League’s 
periodical On Target Martin claimed to 
attend meetings of the Safeguard Britain 
Campaign’s executive committee, al- 
though the Campaign itself does not 
acknowledge him as a member of it. 

Equally interesting is the fact that 
various branches of the SBC seem to 
regard it as their duty to submit reports 
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of their activities to On Target. In recent 
months reports have been published from 
the Newbury and District, and the 
Hailsham branches of the SBC. On 
Target also carried a report of the SBC 
Annual General meeting last March. 

Another group which regularly submits 
reports of its activities is the Ringwood 
and District Anti-Common Market Group. 
Curiously enough, a leaflet published by 
this group was also being freely distributed 
from the SBC bookstall at the Enoch 
Powell meeting. 

Also available from the bookstall were 
a couple of other curiosities, including 
the election address of Mr Oliver Smedley, 
anti-Common Market candidate for Saf- 
fron Walden, in the recent election, who 
was also in the audience. Mr Smedley is 
a man with an interesting and varied 
political history. A former Vice Chairman 
of the Liberal Party, he was involved, in 
the late 60s, in the New Liberal Party, 
a right wing breakaway based in Islington. 
A 1969 circular from the ‘New East 
Islington Liberal Association’ founded 
by Alan Lomas and Eric Grey claimed 
that the New Liberal Party enjoyed the 
support of Oliver Smedley and, surprise, 
surprise, Air Vice Marshal Don Bennett. 
In 1976, as organiser of the Anti-Dear 
Food Campaign, Smedley was a teatured 
speaker at the conference of the Anti 
Communism Movement with Lady Jane 
Birdwood, who spoke of her experiences 
at the World Anti Communism League 


One of the two NF candidates in Middles- 
brough local elections was discovered to 
have served a prison sentence for violence 
in 1975 which should have disqualified 
him from the elections. John Hall, who 
served two years in prison for assault, 
told reporters that he had informed the 
Returning Officer about his record and 
he had said that it was all right. This was 
denied, however, by the Returning 
Officer and an enquiry was being held to 
see how his nomination was accepted. 

Mr Hall gave an interesting insight 
into how Front candidates are selected, 
in his interview with the Middlesbrough 
Evening Gazette. He said he was angry 
about housing conditions in Whinney 
Banks where he lived and that his family 
were all Labour voters. “But we got this 
leaflet through the door from the Front. 
I didn’t agree with all of it, but some of 
it made sense. 

“So I thought I’d go along and I was

conference in Brazil in 1975. A long time 
campaigner against the Common Market, 
Smedley is believed to have been closely 
involved with Mr S.W. Alexander, formerly 
of the City Press who also addressed the 
Anti Communism Movement conference. 
Indeed, in 1977, Alexander was writing 
to the Daily Telegraph, singing Smedley’s 
praises as one who ‘“‘for many years has 
persisted, almost alone and at his own 
immense expense, in campaigning for a 
return to the free trade policy under 
which our people greatly prospered, a 
return to honest money, and against the 
coercions of the state’. 

Mr Smedley’s presence at the Powell 
meeting, however, and the distribution 
of his election address by the Safeguard 
Britain Campaign, do not in themselves 
imply that he is involved in the Campaign. 
What is clear though, is that in the past at 
least, he has had close links with some of 
the people who are. In particular, it does 
seem to be apparent from On Target that 
Don Martin’s and Don Bennett’s British 
League of Rights is heavily involved in 
the Safeguard Britain Campaign up to the 
highest levels. Not only that, but their 
publication On Target, appears to be a 
clearing house for information between 
some of the local branches of the Cam- 
paign. One might be tempted to wonder 
to what extent some branches of the 
Campaign co-ordinate their activities 
through the British League of Rights 


asked to stand as a candidate. I was told

The Communist Party announced that 
if he should stand they would stage 
protests all day long on May 3 by holding 
notices outside each polling station 
informing voters that Hall was not eligible. 
As it happened, Hall _did stand and only 
received ninety votes

Nupe steward 


FORMER Labour councillor, Ken Brack, 
who stood as the National Front Par- 
liamentary candidate for Sheffield Bright- 
side, is chairman of the NUPE branch at 
Middlewood Hospital and a shop steward. 
When NUPE assistant secretary Bernard 
Dix was interviewed by Geoff Smith of 
The Star (Sheffield) he said that there 
would be no disciplinary action taken as 
long as he didn’t bring his NF policies 
into the union. “Our national conference 
ruled that we cannot discipline a NUPE 
member for being a member of the NF”. 
This contrasted sharply with the 
position taken by the Sheffield AUEW, 
whose District Secretary made it clear 
that they would discipline any of their 
members “because the Front manifesto 


was incompatible with their membership 
of the union”. 

One can argue about the merits or 
demerits of these attitudes towards 
the activities of members outside the 
union, but the fact that Ken Brack holds 
positions in the union is another matter. 
There can be no ambiguity about the fact 
that the policy of the NF is openly racist 
and contrary to everything the union 
stands for. No union can accept as officials 
those whose political creed has racialism as 
one of the central points of its philosophy. 

The TUC has asked all Trades Councils 
to adopt a model rule that would in 
effect enable them to refuse credentials 
to known racists. Can NUPE do less? 


Ex-chauffeur Harrison-

TO DATE the National Front has been 
far too busy losing some three hundred 
deposits to produce April’s edition of 
Spearhead. So for a month the voices of 
Webster, Verrall et al are stilled in the 
fascist press. But not so the voice of 
John Tyndall. Denied his usual outlet in 
Spearhead, Tyndall pops up in a rather 
surprising place this month. 

Over the past few months Searchlight 
has been noting how the openly National 
Socialist League of St. George has been 
making approving noises about the Front. 
Its monthly journal, League Review, has 
increasingly included contributions from 
Spearhead regulars. All this, despite the 
fact that officially the NF has proscribed 
the League of St. George as being too 
extreme an organisation for the moderate 
members of the Front. 

This month the letters’ page of League 
Review contains a reply by Tyndall to the 
editorial of January’s edition. However 
Tyndall is not replying to criticism from 
the League of St. George — far from it, 
he is replying to the warm-hearted praise 
of one Nazi to another. 

January’s League Review enthused 
about Tyndal!’s Remembrance Day 
speech, which it claimed “showed a 
radical change in thinking within the 
National Front by calling for under- 
standing and solidarity with patriots 
throughout Europe”’. 

Resolute and firm-willed Fiihrers lixe 
Tyndall lap up praise, but they don’t 
like being told that they’ve changed their 
resolute and firm-willed minds. And so 
Tyndall has to set the record straight, 
addressing an audience which is sup- 
posedly outlawed by the NF. According 
to Tyndall: 


“The thinking of the National Front 
has not changed in any way over the 
years with regard to the concept of 
European political union — which I 
understand your journal espouses.”’ 


Setting the record straight, Tyndall 
goes on to say that the Front is against 
any European union “as we believe it to 
be contrary to the British national 
interest”. Although opposed to such 
union, Tyndall makes it crystal clear 
that the White peoples of Europe “should 
in the future stand shoulder to shoulder 
against the threat from what are today 
their common enemies’.

League Review’s editors use Tyndall’s 
letter as an excuse to clarify their position 
in relation to the Front’s ‘shoulder-to- 
shoulder’ but not united stance: 


“We certainly do consider that Mr 
Tyndall’s call for Europeans to ‘stand 
shoulder to shoulder’ against their 
common enemy represents a com- 
mendable advance over the ‘Wogs 
begin at Calais’ noises which have 
hitherto emanated from certain quar- 
ters within the NF and that is why we 
praised it. However we feel there has 
been some misunderstanding. We did 
not suggest that Mr Tyndall in his 
Remembrance Day speech called for 
‘European economic and _ political 
union’ for we are aware of and respect 
his and the National Front’s view on 
this issue. Nor does the League of 
St. George espouse the cause of such 
aunion... We do call — as Mr Tyndall 
himself does — for Europeans to stand 
‘shoulder to shoulder’ against the 
common foe, but we leave the question 
of what institutional form, if any, such 
racial solidarity should take entirely 
open.” 


Those used to reading the fascist press 
will know that records are rarely put 
entirely straight. No doubt we shall hear 
much more about the variety of ways 
fascist shoulders can meet — whether 
right shoulders should be put against left 
shoulders or vice versa; whether shoulder- 
high salutes can be given when shoulders 
are employed for standing next to racial 
comrades; whether the correct shoulder- 
to-shoulder stance requires uniformed 
epaulettes, and so on. 


JUST how murky clarified positions 
are in the League Review can be seen 
from an article in the same edition, 
entitled ‘From Lisbon to Vladivostok’ 
by Robert Edwards. This article argues 
for no less than a politically united 
Europe: 


“Tt is time for all Europeans to awake 
from their prolonged stupor and come 
to terms with the realities of a rapidly 
changing world. The petty nationalists 
must realise that there is no such thing 
as an independent small nation and 
that, in order to truly love their smaller 
countries, they must look outward and 


learn to love and serve the greater 
nation of a united Europe.” 


Echoing Hitler’s quest for lebensraum, 
Edwards declares that “Europe needs 
room for expansion because a great 
people cannot confine themselves to 
preconceived dimensions of territory”’. 
And so Edwards proceeds to the con- 
clusion which, according to the League 
Review’s editors, the League does not 
‘espouse’ : 


“One cannot, therefore, envisage tiny 
Britain with her very cimited resources 
becoming a major power again nor, for 
that matter, any other country in 
Europe . . . No. Britain will not be 
great again as a Solitary island but she 
can recover the dignity of being part 
of a greater whole by recognising that 
her destiny now lies with European 
Union . . . That Europe should be one 
nation is a logical conclusion to the 
acknowledgement that we share so 
much in common.”’ 


Tyndall’s attitude towards the League 
is not only determined by the League’s 
European positions (plus the fact that it 
can include contributors who can utter 
the treasonous phrase ‘tiny Britain’ — 
and Tyndall is always telling the world 
what he would like to do to traitors); 
his letter has more to say about relations 
between the Front and the League. He 
comments that “supporters of your 
organisation have often expressed regret 
to me that relations between it and the 
National Front are not better than they 
are’’. 

Surely John Tyndall is not implying 
that he has frequent contacts with 
members of an organisation proscribed 
by his own party. No, there must be 
some Other interpretation. 

Anyway, to continue with Tyndall’s 
letter: the reason why there are not 
better relations (or should it have been 
‘even better relations?) is because of 
“your continued commitment to Euro- 
pean Union (as distinct from mere 
European friendship) and your pre- 
occupation with international alignments 
an‘ projects”. 

As is so often the case with Tyndall’s 
obiter dicta, what is left unsaid is more 
significant than what is actually said. In 
this instance, Tyndall doesn’t say that the 


NF is wary of the League because of the 
latter’s open championship of National 
Socialism, their distribution of classic 
Nazi texts and all that. This would seem 
to be no barrier in itself. 

What does make the Front wary (at 
least in public) is the League’s open 
association with overseas, openly Nazi 
groups. Not that Tyndall considers such 
associations are wrong in themselves. 
His letter carefully mentions that they 
“dissipate energies needed for the struggle 
in Britain”. What he means, of course, is 
that too close contact with German and 
other Nazi groups would damage what 
pretensions the Front still has to being 
a patriotic and democratic party. 

One can see that Tyndall has in mind 
by looking at the letter which follows his 
in League Review. This is from a member 
of ‘“‘Sweden’s National Socialist Move- 
ment’’, the Nordiska Rikspartiet. Last 
October League Review had written of 
this group: “Nordiska Rikspartiet looks to 
Adolf Hitler’s Germany for its inspiration 
. . . The basic policy of the party is based 
on the premise that international Jewry 
unfairly distorts the economy ... At the 
same time it points an accusative (sic) 
finger at Jewish influence on Western 
Culture and religious practice over the 
last two thousand years”’. 

The League’s Swedish correspondent 
doesn’t wish to quibble in any way with 
this description of his party. Accompany- 
ing his letter is a photograph of some of 
his party members, all togged up in 
a uniform closely resembling that of the 
SA: the photo’s caption states that they 
are signing the petition calling for the 
freedom of Rudolf Hess. The letter-writer 
wants to correct the impression given in 
the League Review that his party was 
“insular”. Far from it, he claims, “our 
ideology is to keep Sweden as an aryan 
country where sub-humans from Africa 
and Asia would be sent back to where 
they belong”’. 

His declaration at the end of his letter 
may have given Tyndall some inner glow 
of satisfaction as well as the teeniest bit 
of outward embarrassment: 


“We share the same goals and the same 
struggle for the White race, as you 
and we would like the League of St. 
George to join our fight. You can’t 
stop the red mob with a typewriter, 
you have to stop them in the street, 
and beat them in their own game, like 
we do, and like the National Front 
in your country!” 


It’s not just that some of the League’s 
Nazi friends admire the Front; the 
contacts go much deeper. We don’t even 
have to turn League Review's pages from 
Tyndall’s letter to see this. Opposite his 
letter are two advertisments and both 
should have more than passing interest 
to Front members. 


The first advertisment is for a booklet, 
Nuremberg and Other War Crimes Trials, 
by ‘Richard Harwood’. This booklet 
follows Did Six Million Really Die?, 
also written by ‘Harwood’. The real 
identify of the pseudonymous ‘Harwood’ 
is said to be Richard Verrall, member 
of the NF Directorate and current editor 
of Spearhead. 

Next to Harwood’s ad, and like it, 
occupying a full quarter of a page, is one 
for Young Folk, produced by ‘Viking 
Youth’. This magazine is produced, and 
largely written, by Paul Jarvis, who just 
happens to be an NF member, and 
who, quite coincidentally, has advertised 
openly pro-Nazi material in the pages of 
Spearhead. Typograhically, of course, the 
two ads could be said to be standing 
shoulder to shoulder. 


HOWEVER there are some shoulders 
to be found in League Review which even 
the Front might have great difficulty 
rubbing up to (without a considerable 
amount of bending over backwards, 
backing down, and other public contor- 
tions). League Review gives a favourable 
mention to an Irish paper Nationalist 
News, published by Aontacht Eireann, 
which is both ‘anti-Zionist’ and ‘anti- 
Marxist’. The latest edition, according to 
League Review, carries an obituary for a 
“great Irish patriot’? who had a lifetime’s 
“fight against alien International Finance”. 

The rub is that this great patriot was a 
member of “the old IRA’. Now here’s 
the dilemma: how do fascists react to 
anti-Semites (or ‘good patriots’ to use the 
fascist lingo) who are members of the 
IRA (a totally bad organisation)? League 
Review seems to imply that there are two 
IRAs: an old IRA (good) and a new 
IRA (bad). 

The NF knows of no such subtleties 
in its blanket and aggressive condemnation 
of the IRA. For instance the February 
edition of British News, which supports 
the NF, is quite unequivocal. Its cover 
leads with the headline ‘SMASH THE 
IRA’. And inside there is an article 
of the same title by Stewart Collins, 
Bradford NF organiser: 


“The IRA cannot even be described 
as a patriotic group . . . The only 
solution is the complete destruction 
of the IRA .. . There can be no 
talking, no appeasement with the IRA 
and its allies — only total destruction 
. . . And the destruction of the IRA 
can be done only by a government 
determined to use whatever force is 
necessary to smash the IRA for all 
time. When a National Front govern- 
ment is elected — the account will be 
put straight.”’ 


However the by-ways of fascism are 
never straightforward and a few whispers 
in ears might establish that all cannot be 


bad with the IRA if it can have an anti- 
Semitic wing or whatever. After all 
British News and League Review are not 
totally unconnected — they share the 
same cartoonist, whose current offering 
in League Review bears unpleasant 
testimony to the depths of his anti- 
Semitic feelings. 


THE COMPLICATIONS are not made 
any clearer in the March edition of 
British Patriot, the awful organ of the 
uncompromisingly pro-Nazi British Move- 
ment, who try to make the National 
Front look like a Fabian tea-party. British 
Patriot proclaims the growth of Nazism: 


“History might yet record that the last 
war wasn’t a war at all but merely a 
hell of a battle in which the European 
armies of National Socialism lost 
the first round. Although there is a 
complete press blackout on _ the 
increase in National Socialist activities 
throughout the world, the silence 
alone can no longer deny the fact that 
National Socialism is rapidly becoming 
a force to be reckoned with.” 


Unlike League Review’s Swedish Nazi 
friend, British Patriot doesn’t include the 
National Front; instead it contemptuously 
dismisses “organisations like Britain’s 
National Front who are regarded as 
being pussy-footing compromising ‘Kosher 
fascists’.”’ 

Despite such blathering, British Patriot 
nevertheless gives page space to the pussy- 
footing compromisers. Several times 
recently we have mentioned that League 
Review has published the doggerel of one 
Winchelsea-Sheridan, an NF member. 
Now the work of this poetaster pops 
up in British Patriot — all thirty-five 
lines of ‘Awake Ye Sleeping Giants’. 
Winchelsea-Sheridan may be improving; 
eight of the lines actually rhyme. 

Now we wouldn’t want to suggest that 
an NF Kosher fascist shares the same 
views as British Patriot and British 
Movement. Perhaps poor Winchelsea- 
Sheridan, so desperate to have his epics 
in print, has been forced to turn to one of 
the foulest magazines in Britain. Could it 
possibly be that the cultural titans of 
Spearhead have failed to understand the 
genius lurking in the work of Wilchelsea-S? 
S? 

All we know is that Spearhead to date 
has shown no great enthusiasm for his 
poetry. Perhaps next month will see him 
in Spearhead still trying to wake ‘ye 
sleeping giants’ with his words. For that, 
however, we shall have to wait until 
Tyndall, Webster and Verral] get over their 
election disappointments and produce 
another edition of Spearhead. Things 
certainly seem to have been getting 
confused on the fascist scene in their 
short absence 
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NF members pack Nazi film show 


THE LEAGUE of St. George organised 
one of its largest meetings for some time 
on April 28, when over 180 supporters 
turned up to see a screening of Triumph 
Of The Will, the Nazi propaganda film 
of the early Hitler period. 

Apart from members of British Move- 
ment and a number of the smaller Nazi 
splinter groups, the majority of those 
present were from the National Front, 
including several of their Parliamentary 
candidates, who were so overcome with 
enthusiasm that they couldn’t contain 
themselves at the end of the film, when 
they jumped to their feet with arms 
stiffly raised in the Nazi salute. 

This of course raises an interesting 
point, since in the January NF members’ 
bulletin, under the heading ‘Proscribed 
Organisations’, members were given the 
following reminder and warning: 


“The Chairman of the National 
Directorate John Tyndall, wishes to 
remind all members that both the 
League of St. George and the British 
Movement were designated proscribed 
organisations by the National Direc- 
torate in 1976. This means that any 
NF member found to be a member 
of or working in association or col- 
laboration with either of these organi- 
sations is liable to disciplinary pro- 
ceedings and expulsion from the 
party.” 

What then will the Front do about its 
members turning up in such large numbers 
at the League of St. George film show? 

Whilst they are pondering that little 
predicament they may also like to con- 
sider the position of their Parliamentary 
candidate for Nottingham East, Mick 
Cole, who thought nothing of turning up

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at an anti-racist meeting in Leamington 
on April 22 wearing a British Movement 
badge. Then there is of course the position 
of boss man Tyndall himself, who had a 
long letter in the current issue of the 
proscribed League Review (see What 
Their Papers Say). Perhaps Webster will 
start with Tyndall to set an example? 
Some hope, but we bet he would like 
to try. 

Returning to the evening of the film 
show, we were interested to see that 
oddly matched couple, Lady Birdwood 
and Peter Marriner, on the back row. 
Marriner seemed much more enthusiastic 
with the old Nazi classic than his com- 
panion. Sitting nearby were some smartly 
dressed gentlemen who seemed to intrigue 
many of those present, particularly the 
one who carried on an English translation 
for his friends throughout the film.

Kulture 
Vultures 


WE ALWAYS KNEW that the Front had 
“Kulture” but it takes on strange forms 
from time to time. In Reigate, Surrey, 
they have formed a Viking Cultural 
Society under the alleged leadership of 
a local youth named Johnson.

Johnson, a very inarticulate youth, 
seems to have his strings pulled by one 
Julian Stalard, who just happens to be 
on the Crawley area Committee of the 
NF. 

The last place for Nazi book burners 
to meet is a Library funded by local 
ratepayers and people in Reigate who

Reviews 


ITNs Michael Nicholson has hit the 
bullseye as far as I am concerned with 
his thrilling story The Partridge Kite. 
I hope Searchlight readers will not pass 
this by in the bookshops as just another 
tale of intrigue with Secret Service goodies 
and Foreign baddies. 

This book is set in Britain in the near 
future and is the story of a race by the 
Establishment, or at least those elements 
loyal to our traditional style of Par- 
liamentary Democracy, to stop a right 
wing take-over. Nicholson must have 
put his nose inside a few copies of Search- 
light whilst researching the book, as many 
of the characters and events will be as 
familar to you as they were to me. So 
thinly disguised are some of the figures 
in the story that I also have nothing but 
praise for his publishers Granada, under 
their Panther emprint, in taking the legal 
risks. 

Nicholson’s theory, in a nutshell, is 
that the National Front and many other 
smaller rightist groups are just a smoke- 
screen for a takeover that would involve 
elements of the armed forces, the police 
and Secret Service, as well as a care- 
fully chosen circle of Democracy-hating 
fanatics. It’s in paperback at 95p. 

Moving from faction, we read Brother- 
hood of Power by J.H.P. Serfontein, a 
journalist with the Rand Daily Mail in 
South Africa. He uses his own exceptional 
knowledge of White SA’s Nationalist 
politicians and politics to reveal for the 
first time the story of the Broederbond, 
the Afrikaner secret society that runs the 
State. The author was at one time a 
Nationalist himself, but changed horses 
many years ago and is now one of their 
most outspoken critics. The book, which 
is full of lists of members and internal 
information, is published by Rex Collings 
at £7. 

This month has seen three new books 
by academics on anti-Semitism and 
fascism. Prof. George L. Mossés book, 
Towards the Final Solution, is very good 
indeed, but at £10 beyond the average 
reader’s pocket (but there’s always your 
local library). It charts the rise of 
European racism. Published by Dent. 

Looking to this side of the English 
Channel is Political Anti-Semitism in 
England 1918-1939 by Gisela C. Lebzelter, 
also a pricey £10, published by Macmillan 
Press. This is also a fine study of the 
development of anti-Semitism in this 
country as a political weapon and the 
responses to it. Both these books are 
worth reading and would be useful for 
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any student or serious activist against 
racists in developing their arguments. 

The third book is edited by Walter 
Laquer and published by Pelican at 
£1.95 in paperback — thank god for 
Penguins with their realistic prices. The 
book sets out to define various forms 
of fascism, hence its simple title Fascism. 

It has a number of very renowned 
academics and writers who put their 
views from their own specific standpoints 
i.e. that of political scientists, historians, 
sociologists and economists. Searchlight 
readers may find as much to disagree with 
as agree with in this work, but it will help 
develop people’s understanding of a word 
unfortunately overworked by too many 
of our friends on the Left and give a 
clearer understanding of what this evil 
creed is about. 

Heinrich Boll won a Nobel Prize for 
Literature in 1972, an award he certainly 
deserved. He has been active in a number 
of civil rights campaigns in West Germany 
in recent years; his book, The lost honour 
of Katharine Blum, was turned into an 
excellent film shown both on TV and in 
the cinema here. He then got mixed up 
with the campaign to free Solzhenitsyn 
as part of his work as President of the 
international section of the writers’ union 
PEN. I think we should forgive anybody 
who writes as well as Herr Boll one 
mistake in an otherwise honourable life. 
Penguins have published his book The 
Train Was On Time in paperback at 90p. 
It’s the short tale of a German soldier’s 
thoughts as he travels to his death on the 
Eastern front in World War Two. It is 
beautifully written and very moving. 
I would recommend it to our younger 
readers especially. 

For those of our readers, and I hope 
there are many, who see corruption in 
public life and office in this country as 
big an evil as racism, then David Leigh 
and Peter Chippindale’s book The Thorpe 
Committal is a must. It’s published by 
Arrow as a paperback, price £1. This 
book, by these two Guardian journalists, 
may lead to a revision of the law regarding 
what may be published about a committal 
from the Lower Courts. I think the 
Hutchinson publishing house that owns 
Arrow books made a realistic and brave 
decision in getting this book hot off the 
presses as soon after the Committal 
hearing as possible. This is a case where 
all of us have a right to know from the 
word go, what it is all about

Picket 
at 
Polyanna’s 


IN 1978 one of Birmingham’s many 
nightclubs, by the name of Polyanna’s, 
was found by the CRE to be operating an 
illegal colour bar system. They accordingly 
issued a non-discrimination notice in 
September 1978 against Genture restau- 
rants, the management of the club. When 
the latter stated publicly that they were 
not prepared to comply with this notice, 
and complaints were still received, the 
CRE instituted injunction proceedings, 
for the first time in the short history of 
the Race Relations Act. 

When the management of Polyanna’s 
defended their ‘quota system’ of blacks 
and continued to discriminate against 
people on the grounds of colour, often 
in the guise of a ‘no hats or turbans’ 
rule, the Birmingham Action Committee 
Against Racism in the Clubs was formed. 
The aim has been to sustain the broadest 
possible campaign against Polyanna’s in 
particular, though it is well-known that 
there are other clubs with similar practices 
in Birmingham. 

Since March 3lst regular weekly 
meetings and Saturday night pickets 
have been held, as well as a torchlight 
procession through the city centre with 
300-500 people. Some people have been 
persuaded not to go to the club, though 
a heavy police presence outside the club 
has made it difficult to speak to the 
people going in. So far fourteen have 
been arrested on the picket, most of them 
on the first night when the police moved 
in on the crowd of about 150 people and 
made indiscriminate arrests. 

The campaign has been actively 
supported by many organisations and 
individuals in the anti-racist movement. 
Now the unions which are involved in 
delivering to the Club or providing 
services, such as the Musicians Union, 
are being approached to make it more 
effective. 

On June 16th there will be a national 
picket. The Birmingham Action Com- 
mittee Against Racism in the Clubs is 
appealing to everyone involved in the 
anti-racist struggle to come and show 
their support. They say, “We think it is 
important to show these racists that 
there are people everywhere who aren’t 
content to let them get away with their 
South African style practices”.

ROUND-UP 


WEST GERMANY 
‘Bloody Brigitta’ runs 
for European Parliament 


IN AN astonishing display of political 
gall, a neo-Nazi umbrella group has 
selected as one of its candidates in the 
direct elections to the European Par- 
liament a defendant in the now infamous 
Maidanek war crimes trial. Hildegard 
Lachert, identified by prosecution wit- 
nesses as the woman whom inmates in the 
Maidanek concentration camp dubbed 
‘Bloody Brigitta’ will represent the 
Aktionsgemeinschaft Nationales Europa 
(ANE) on the party’s federal list, having 
been nominated by ANE national sec- 
retary Erwin Schonborn.

In Lachert’s election address, Schon- 
born claims that he “demanded that she 
swear to me on all that was most holy to 
her, whether she was innocent or whether 
the accusations which are being made 
against her by the prosecution are true. 
She swore to me by all that was most 
holy to her that the accusations in 
question are untrue and that she is 
completely innocent”. 

In court, however one prosecution 
witness has alleged that a Maidanek camp 
guard had set a specially trained dog onto 
a pregnant girl who had been raped 
by an SS man. The dog tore open her 
abdomen. The witness then identified 
Lachert as the guard in question. “That’s 
her — you can’t forget those eyes”, she 
said. Other witnesses have testified that 
Lachert drowned a young Jewish man 
whom she caught drinking from a rain 
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barrel, and that she hung a Jewish girl 
who had been recaptured after escaping 
from a work party. Altogether Lachert 
is accused of murdering 1,183 prisoners 
in the Polish camp. 

Angry scenes greeted the acquittal in 
mid-April of four of those accused with 
her. Anti-fascists burst into the court- 
room shouting “Nazi murderers” and 
“Murdering swine” after a decision from 
the tribunal of judges that the prosecution 
had not proved a case against the four 
beyond reasonable doubt. 

The trial of the remaining nine defen- 
dants — including Lachert — is expected 
to last for several more months. 


‘Hitler’ paper sold 
at army base 


A newspaper said by a Federal Minister to 
“pay homage to Hitler and the total 
National Socialist regime’’ is being 
distributed within the German armed 
forces. The newspaper, Deutsche National 
Zeitung, published by a Dr Frey, was 
most recently discovered being sold at an 
Air Base at Kaufbeuren. 

When the matter came before a 
military court however, the court ruled 
that it did not consider it to be its role to 
decide whether the public sale of the 
paper was desirable. 

Curiously, it was at the same base that 
Lance Corporal Conrad was disciplined 
recently for wearing uniform when he 
laid a wreath to the victims of Dachau 
at a trade union sponsored memorial 
ceremony. 


Nazi arms haul 


At a recent meeting of the Deutschen 
Volksunion in Hamburg, addressed by 
Dr Karl Weinrede, police intervened to 
confiscate weapons from uniformed mem- 
bers of the Wiking Jugend. The police 
haul included knives and loaded gas 
pistols. Only days before, Nazi stewards 
at an ANE election rally had used gas 
pistols to fire on counter demonstrators. 
These incidents followed hard on the 
decision of ANE candidate Emil Dilger 
to employ members of the ‘Storm Gruppe 
7 (a branch of the Frankfurt Wehrsporte- 
gruppe Hoffman), and the Frankfurt 
Kampfe Gruppe Gross-Deutschland (All 
German Fighting Group), to ‘defend’ his 
meetings from protests by anti-fascists. 


UNITED STATES 


Blacks losing out 
under Carter 


CONDITIONS for black people have 
deteriorated badly under the Carter 
administration according to figures cited 
recently by Democratic Party Congress- 
man John Conyers. He claims that cuts 
in the public budget, which have adversely 
affected the living standards of all low 
and middle-income Americans, have had a 
particularly serious effect on blacks. 

‘“‘Among black Americans” he claimed, 
“a comparison between 1968 and the 
present shows: the average jobless rate 
for blacks has doubled from 6.7% to 
12.3%; the average jobless rate amongst 
black teenagers is 12% higher . . . Average 
black income is 57% of white income, on 
the same level as ten years ago, and 54% 
less than during the 1975 recession’. 

Discontent with the Carter admini- 
Stration’s policies is growing amongst 
black people. Even organisations which 
have traditionally been quiescent and 
passive are beginning to voice their 
dissatisfaction with an administration 
for whom a solid black vote was delivered 
in the Presidential election. An official 
of the Black Leadership Forum recently 
summed up the mood of an increasing 
number of blacks: ‘Expectations were 
extremely high. Black people said ‘Now 
we elected a President. My vote really 
does count’. So they are demanding 
more. What they have gotten however 
is little more than an Andy Young at the 
UN. On any issue of substance Carter has 
not delivered.” 


ACLU defends Klan 


THE American Civil Liberties Union 
is currently fighting a legat action to 
‘defend the right of public employees 
to belong to the Ku Klux Klan’. The 
Union has filed a $10,000 lawsuit against 
county officials in Westminster, Maryland, 
alleging that they unfairly dismissed 
a security guard because of his Klan 
membership. 

Only last year the ACLU lost thousands 
of members when it went to court to 
fight for the right of Nazis to march 
throughout the Skokie district of Chicago 
which is heavily populated by Jews, 
many of them survivors of Hitler’s 
concentration camps. 
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SPAIN 


Fascist on massacre 
charge escapes 


AS THE far right in Spain becomes 
increasingly brazen in its attacks on its 
opponents, a political row has broken out 
over the escape from police custody of 
a known fascist terrorist. 

Fernando Lerno de Tejada, accused of 
participating in the massacre in January 
1977 of five left-wing lawyers in Madrid, 
escaped into hiding in Southern France 
after being granted compassionate release 
by the trial judge. Orders for his arrest, 
however, were not issued until four days 
after he failed to report back to prison. 

When news of his escape broke, the 
Justice Ministry intervened to replace the 
judge, whose willingness to grant de 
Tejada compassionate leave has been 
contrasted with the fact that Basque 
nationalist guerillas awaiting trial are 
never granted such leave. 

Meanwhile, continued fascist violence 
has prompted the government to take 
stronger action against Spain’s extreme 
right. At the end of April a Communist 
student was stabbed to death outside a 
cinema by youths wearing Nazi insignia. 
In Pamplona, a fortnight later, an 18 year 
old Basque nationalist was attacked by 
fascists who used knives to carve a 
swastika on his forearm. 

The police have responded with a 
series of raids on the offices of fascist 
groups and the homes of individual 
members. At the time of going to press 
it is not known whether any prosecutions 
will ensue. 


FRANCE 
Anti-Semites step up 
bomb campaign 


A SERIES of bomb attacks in France are 
thought to be the work of extreme right 
anti-Semitic groups. 

After an explosion injured twenty 
people at a Jewish youth hostel following 
the signing of the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty, another bomb went off at a 
monument to Georges Mandel, a French 
Jewish Interior Minister who was 
murdered by French collaborationists 
during the Nazi occupation. 

Only days later, the Paris offices of 
Le Monde were bombed by a group 
calling itself The League of French 
Fighters Against the Jewish Occupation, 
who claimed that the attack was “against 
the media who are the accomplices of 
Jewish tyranny’”’. 

In addition to these outrages, attacks 
have taken place on Jewish synagogues in 
different parts of the country. Two 
Synagogues were ransacked in Strasbourg 
in mid-April, and swastikas daubed on 
another in Antibes, Southern France. 


RECENT EVENTS at the University of 
Sheffield have aroused concern over the 
activity of right-wing students from 
various Arab countries, who are members 
of the Islamic Circle. 

A letter to Searchlight from Linda 
Miller, the President of the Students 
Union, complained about a booklet 
produced by the Islamic Circle which she 
and the Treasurer had spotted in the 
union Print Unit. 

“We confiscated it before the printing 
was completed. The printing service in 
our union is very heavily subsidised and 
we felt that we could not allow the 
union’s services to be used to print 
material that was deliberately inciting 
hatred against a section of our member- 
ship. 

“The booklet itself is a variation of an 
old theme which I am sure you will 
recognise. It was put into our Print Unit 
by Islamic Circle. When we questioned 
them about it they said that it had been

sent to them and that they were printing 
it for national circulation to Islamic 
societies.” 

Variation on an old theme it certainly 
is. The booklet is called The Global 
Conspiracy and is in fact an extract from 
a book called Pawns of The Game by 
William Guy Carr, published in the 
United States by the Federation of 
Christian Laymen, in 1958. It is in 
fact the old anti-Semitic international 
conspiracy theory — the Jewish bankers 
and the Bolsheviks — so beloved by 
Nazi theorists. 

According to the information on 
the inside back cover it was originally 
reproduced by the Sunderland Students’ 
Islamic Society, autumn 1975. 

The text speaks for itself. It is quite 
clear that it has nothing to do with the 
problems of the Palestinian Arabs but 
seems more in the tradition of the 1930s 
and 1940s when the Mufti of Jerusalem 
visited Hitler and supported his policy J 


In studying tho World Revolutionary Movement it is important to 


remember that The Red Flag was the symbol of the French Revolution 
and every revolution since. More significant still is the fact that when 
Lenin, financed by International Bankers, overthrew the Russian 
Government and established the firet ‘Yotalitarian Dictatorship in 
1917, the design of the flag was a Red Flag, with a Hammer and 
Sickle, and THE STAR OF JUDEA imposed.

Even 
after all these mistakes had been made the initial purpose of the revolu- 
tion had been achieved, The bankers who instigated the revolution had 
established.control of the national economy and consolidated the national 
debt. By means of intrigue carried out on an international scale they 
had increased the national debt steadily by loaning the money to fight 
the wars and rebellions they bad fomented since 1694, 

Basing his arguments on logic and sound reasoning, Mayer Rothschild 
pointed out that tho financial results obtained as the result of the Eng- 
lsh Revolution would be as nothing when compared to the financial 
rewards to be obtained by a French Mevolution provided those present 
agreed to unity of purpose, and put into effect his carefully thought out 
and revised revolutionary plan. The project would be backed by all the 
power that could be purchased with their pooled resources. This agree- 
ment reached, Blayer Rothschild unfolded his revolutionary plan. By 
clever manipulation of their combined wealth it would be presaible to 
create such adverse economic conditions that the mussca would be reduced 
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HOME FOR TEA 


The Front’s pre-election press conference 
in Gloucester was cancelled when the 
landlord of the hotel booked for the 
meeting showed one of the Front can- 
didates the door. The press conference 
was originally to be held in another 
hotel, but the landlord there cancelled 
the booking when he found out who it 
was for. The landlord of the second hotel 
did not discover who had made the 
booking until near the time of the con- 
ference, when police had arrived outside 
and the ANL had gathered to demonstrate. 

Mr Gordon-Storkey, West Gloucester- 
shire NF and anti-Common Market 
candidate, arrived first, but was soon 
asked to leave. He said, ‘The press 
conference has been abandoned after 
the room was withdrawn . . . | am now 
going home for my tea’’. 

A coachload of Bristol ANL sup- 
porters arrived later in the evening, 
having been delayed by police on the 
way. Chief. Supt. Robert Dale, who was 
in charge of the operation, said, “At 
times like this we have a heavy respon- 
sibility to maintain public order and 
safety, and we deploy such resources 
as we are able and use such means as we 
are legally empowered to use to achieve 
that objective”’. 


AROUND THE PRESS 


Several newspapers ran editorials or 
opinion columns condemning the National 
Front over the election period. 

The editor of the Jlford Recorder 
wrote a piece headed, ‘‘Savages. Why the 
National Front Are So Despicable” which 
ended with the words, “To put your 
name to the National Front would mean 
assigning yourself to the condemnation 
of every decent person”. 

The Wembley Observer Opinion 
column said, “Jim Callaghan is right to 
call the National Front ‘pernicious, 
provocative and too reminiscent of the 
Nazis to be comfortable in this country’.”’ 
“We say — say ‘no’ to the National Front. 
And for God’s sake, use your vote next 
week”’. 

A reporter from the J/rish Press in 
Dublin wrote an account of two meetings 
he attended in England, in Islington and 
Southall. He said, ““Through a combination 
of circumstances the actual meetings have 
turned out to be charades. The public 
presence has been no more than token, 
the speeches made under a heavy atmos- 
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phere of violence, and the halls besieged 
by angry demonstrators held back by an 
enormous number of police’’. 

He said that in Islington about 50 anti- 
Front people were allowed into the hall, 
despite a large number of empty seats 
among the audience of 300, and they 
were placed in a corner at the back away 
from the main audience. As the last of 
them left, having either been thrown out 
for heckling or walking out, Tyndall, who 
was speaking, said, “Sorry you did not 
have the riot you came for. I suggest that 
anyone who has been within two feet 
of any of that lot goes home and has a 
damned good bath”. 

Later to ‘“‘sniggers and applause” 
according to the same reporter, he said, 
‘We must produce real men and women. 
Today Britain is producing men who are 
more like women’’. 

The Leicester Mercury, which in its 
own words, “Strongly opposes” the NF, 
sees the best way to treat the NF as to 
ignore them. An_ editorial comment 
criticised Mr Nathan Harris, a Conser- 
vative county councillor and chairman of 
the Leicester CRC, for his plans to take 
a black person with him to the Front 
meeting. Mr Harris was said to have 
wanted to .persuade the education 
authority to ban the use of the school 
because it was not meeting the criteria 
for a public letting. The paper accused 
him of using “theatrical’’ and “‘provoca- 
tive’’ tactics which would not help the 
cause of harmony. 

This is a strange position for a sup- 
posedly anti-racist paper to adopt — to 
accept that the colour of a person’s skin 
makes it a ‘provocative’ gesture to attend 
a public meeting. 


IAN SMITH’S MAN IN GUILDFORD 


Voters in Guildford were given the oppor- 
tunity to vote for Ian Smith’s party, the 
Rhodesian Front, in the general election. 
Mr Peter Scott, who has spent most of his 
life over there, sand that his stand was 
“partly a gamble for publicity. The whole 
world is ganging up on Rhodesia’”’. 

His policies included homelands in 
Rhodesia, some apartheid, some not, 
an end to immigration in Britain, re- 
patriation, recognition of the new govern- 
ment in Rhodesia and protection of the 
environment. 

He admitted to the press that he had 
“no personal charisma, no powers of 
oratory and no rapport with people”. 


NEWS IN BRIBE 


He did not do any canvassing either so his 
vote of 232 was surprisingly generous. 


NF CANDIDATE GETS COLD 
SHOULDER 

Canterbury’s NF candidate, Joan White, 
was told by all three of the main parties 
that they did not want to be photographed 
with her. Labour and Liberal candidates 
issued a statement attacking Ms White 
and the NF as a result of a press state- 
ment she had made earlier claiming that 
the NF was not a racialist or Nazi organi- 
sation. At the nomination ceremony 
they refused to be photographed with 
her, and the Tory candidate David 
Crouch, Canterbury’s MP for 13 years, 
said, “I would have been prepared to be 
photographed with all four but not one 
alone”. 

The statement issued by the Labour 
and Liberal Parties said, “It (the NF) is 
an avowedly racist, Nazi organisation, 
most of whose members are illiterate 
thugs whose tentative incursions into 
serious political subjects are but a smoke- 
screen for its racist activities’’. 


POSTAL WORKERS FUND FRONT 


Postal workers in Islington collected 
over £1,000 towards the deposits of 
National Front candidates. The NF’s 
London regional chairman Bruce Pell 
said in a press statement that the postal 
workers had aimed to raise enough 
money for John Tyndall’s deposit, but 
that £1,350 had been contributed which 
would pay for eight other candidates. 
He said they had many faithful supporters 
in the North London Division PO in 
Upper Street who had been making 
donations for years. 

Mr Brian Stovell, branch secretary for 
the UPW, the postal workers union, 
who is firmly opposed to the Front, 
confirmed that there are ‘a substantial 
number’ of NF supporters among the 
workforce of 1,000 and that quite 
a few of them wore party badges. Their 
presence has led to the formation of 
Postal Workers Against the Nazis and the 
distribution of a leaflet warning workers 
not to become ‘the stooges’ of the Front 
by distributing their election leaflets. 

Alan Crisp, who wrote the leaflet, 
said, “I do not want to encourage people 
to break the law by refusing to distribute 
this material but I hope that they will 
think about what they are doing”’. 


BANNINGS AND CANCELLATIONS 
HIT FRONT 


Several proposed NF election meetings 
were either cancelled or banned in the 
few days up to May 3 as a result of what 
happened in Leicester and Southall. 

Plans for a Front rally on May 1 in 
Lancaster were scrapped by local NF 
organisers “for fear of similar left-wing 
violence” according to their candidate 
David White. 

In Crawley, Sussex, the borough 
council went against their own policy 
and banned a National Front meeting 
in Queens Square. The ANL, local Trades 
Council, the Community Relations Coun- 
cil and other organisations, as well as 
many individuals, had protested strongly 
when the council originally gave the 
Front permission to hold their meeting 
in the square, using the bandstand to 
preach from. Then, two days after 
Southall, the council’s board of manage- 
ment held a special meeting, where they 
agreed to ban all political meetings from 
the bandstand (including one by the 
Labour Party) until after the elections. 

Members of the GMWU had threatened 
to refuse to handle the amplifiers for the 
NF meeting. Mr David Ward, president of 
the Trades Council, said, “We abhor the 
fact that the council accepted the booking 
in the first place. The Trades Council 
believes strongly in free speech but you 
have to draw the line somewhere — the 
National Front promotes race-hatred but 
as trade unionists we believe everyone is 
equal’”’. 


FRONT DECEIT AND SUBTERFUGE 


In Tunbridge Wells, methodist minister, 
Mr Owens, discovered that the Front had 
been using his church hall under another 
name — the Mid Kent Model Engineering 
Society. As soon as he was informed of 
this, he cancelled all further bookings, 
and said, “I think the whole thing is 
disgusting. I was approached some time 
ago, and asked if the hall could be booked 
for a meeting for this group, and I agreed 
because it sounded like a_ perfectly 
innocent body of people. But this is 
deceit and subterfuge”. 


REDBRIDGE CUTS CRC GRANT 
The Tory council of the London borough 
of Redbridge has voted to phase out their 
grant of £4,800 which they have been 
giving to the Community Relations 
Council. Coun. Doreen Cronin, who 
moved the proposal in council, said that 
many members had felt since 1977 that 
the CRC had been “politically very left”. 
The general secretary of the National 
Association of CRC’s, Kate Francis, said, 
“There is a slow move on the part of 


many CRC’s to become more campaigning 
and that is bound to upset some local 
authorities. The old structure of concensus 
is falling away and we are afraid that other 
councils may in the next few years take 
the same sort of action as Redbridge”’. 

The chairperson of the CRC, Dr 
Sukhdev Singh, said that the council’s 
decision would be seen by many “as 
calculated to harm local race relations’. 

The CRE, who already pay the salaries 
of two CRC officers, is being approached 
for more money to help the Redbridge 
office to continue its work.
